SAN _ FRANCISCO Local 
immigration attorneys and others 
are Organizing 8 local effort to 
rebuff reported senate attempts to 
eliminate the fifth preference. The 
attempt， launched by Senator 
Allen Simpson，chair of the sub- 
committee on immigration， is 
intended to remodel US immigra- 
tion laws to reflect “American 
ideals and values”rather thamn 
those of other cultures，accord- 
ing to Bi Ong Hing，assistant 
professor of law at Golden Gate 
University and coordinator for the 
local Asian American Immigra- 
tion Task Force. 

"Its not part of the bil 
introduced by Sen. Strom Thur- 
mond，which entailed the Reagan 
Administration's Proposals，and 
which leftthe fifth preference as 计 
stands now. But during Sen. Allen 
Simpsom's recent hearings on the 
preference system; he appeared to 
be pushing for elimnination of fifth 
preference,”Hing reported . 

REUNIEICATION 

The first five components of the 
preference system are devoted to 
achieving“family reunification ,” 
and the fifth section specifically 
applies to brothers and sisters of 
adult US citizens, The Select Com- 
mission on Immigration and 
Refugee ” Policy， which sub- 
Imitted its recommendations last 
March (ELW 3/4/81，478/81)， 


$800 per placement, as compared 
to the $1500-$5000 for placement， 
achieved by CETA-funded class- 
room training and work incentive 
programs.Der testified that while 
affirmative action ， subcon- 
tractors receive less than 5% of all

“Simpson had suggested that in 
evaluating the famijily preference 
system， the definition of close 
family ， should conform ”with 
Aimerican ideals and values rather 
than those from other cultures,” 
Hing told 五 ast/West， Though 
Hing did not attend the hearings， 
he received the report from 下 sther 
Kee, executive director of the US- 
Asia Institute in Washington， 
which is monitoring the hearings. 

Hing noted that while President 
Reagan may be more concerned 
with _ the components of the 
legislation “ which deal ”with 
refugee pojlicy (and which， in 
Reagans draft，included many 
examples of executive power to 
close airports and Ports，restrict 
the travel .of foreigners and 
citizens alike and set up detention 
camps for apprehended aliens 一 
all of which recently elicited shock 
from 60 House members ),Simp- 
SoOn seeims bent on “tacking on” 
elimination of the fifth preference. 

EAMILIAE 

Hing anticipates the Reaganm's 
imrmigration bil，will be“pushed 
in the spring.” And although 
Reagan“appears content with the 
family preference system，at least 
for this year, there's a strong possi- 
bility that Simpson's elimination 
of the brothers and sisters category 
will be included in the bill voted 
on by the Senate, Hing said 

The fifth preference quota 
currently is set at no more than 
24% of the overall annual immji 
gration quota of 270,000，and no 
more than 24 色 of the annual per- 
country immigration quota of 
20,000, whichever is higher, Addi- 
tionally， left-over quota allot- 
ments from higher preferences 
may also be added to this set 
quota， 

The worldwide total of ,fifth 
Preference visas has increased over 
the years， and while some 
countries do not use up their 
quotas, many Asian countries face 
a large backljog. For example, the

Although the Select Com- 
mission ”last :year had ulti- 
mately recommended ”the 


continuation of fifth preference 
for all brothers and sisters，a sp] 让 
had earlier appeared，with some 
believing that the relationship was 
not close. According to Hing who 
had worked compiling 
information for one of the com- 
missioners，it was 匡 dward Mus- 
kie s statement that the preference 
System should accept the familial 
bondqs of other cultures and not 
impose American standards of 


closeness upon others that finally 
brought the final recommendation 
to Support continuation 
IMPORTANT 
Prior to the final vote，a 
compromise suggesting that rather 
than eliminating the “prefer- 
ence entirely,， it _ could be limited 
only to_ Un7miarried brothers and 
Sisters Was Suggested，but ulti- 
mately rejected，Hing said. Two 
thirds of the fifth preference visas 


issued go to married brothers and 


Sisters and their families， Hing 
noted，which severely cut back on 
those ， available. While Hing 
himself doesn't support such a 
compromise on ” the fifth 
preference，he believes that there 
is a “good possibility” 让 may be 
re-introduced.

Keep the Fifth Preference 


The family preference System was designed to allow 
for family re-unification，a concept the United States 
government early Tecognized as an important function 
of immigration. The sibling relationship was thenm conm- 
sidered by American society to be aiclose one, and valid 
component of the family re-unification categories. 

Recently, howeyer, Senator Allen Simpson has proposed 
that the family preference categories should reflect 
American values,，and not those of other cultures， While 
American society has many noble aspects，the disin- 


tegration of the family unit，even to the extent where 


some ehildren will disown their elderly parents leaving 
them to fend for themselves, is surely not one. Moreover， 
and_ more importantly，it is patently ethnocentric to 
impose ouUr cultural values on immigrants from other 
cujltures.， TIhe Sibling relationship .remains a close one 
in many cultures，and_ even among many Americans. 

We urge the Senate to reject Senator Simpson'?s sug- 
gestion that the sibling relationship be excluded 个 om 
the preference System, and to instead devote their energies 
to the many other serious problems facing.our immi 
gration System 


Employment , Training Programs 


Given the large unemployment and underemployment 
which_ traditionally has troubled minorities and recently 
immigrated citizens，employment and training programs 
play a vital role in the Chinese American community， 
They serve people eager to Work，who may 1lack the 
specific skills necessary to directly seek and find employ- 
ment on their own. Without these programs many would

Repayment for Cemetery Fraud 


LOS ANGELES 一 The Chinese 
Consolidated Benevolent Asso- 
ciation recently proposed a settle- 
Iment demand to a secretary who 
had forged receipts and engaged 
ip other fraudulent practices in 
the selling of cemetery plots (五 /W 
4/22/81)，An association investi- 
gation ascertained that some 
$78,000 had been pocketed by the 
Secretary，Lee You Wei (also 


known as Lee Pei and other 
aliases)， 
The ， demand， which was 


Prepared by the association's 
attorney Daniel Yee， and 
Presented two weeks ago to Lee， 
asked for a “good-faith” down 
payment of $20,000， with the 
remaining $58,000 to be returned 
in the form of interest-bearing 
notes，Yee Said，Although there 
has been“implications”that Lee 
may be unable to- pay these 
amounts， Yee said that Lee's 
counsel has not yet made any 
formal response，A meeting to 
discuss the settlement is expected 
later this week or next week. 
TALLY 

In the event that Lee refuses the 
settlement offer，Yee said that the 
assSociation will turna the informa- 
tion over to the district attorney's 
offtice to let them file suit against 
Lee， Probably charging major 
fraud. The association，in turn， 
would file their own civil suit 
against Lee charging improper 
”taking of funds，Yee said. 


Two lllegal Aliens Win 
Accessto State Welfare 


DOSNANGELES 一 An- 工 A 
U Superior Court Judge last week 
ordered 
welfare payments be made avail- 
able to two illegal aliens，one a 
， paraplegic 
although their illegal alien status 
， would make them ineligible for 
federal assistance, the ZLos Amngeles 


therefore the federal eligibility 
rules for aliens apply to the state 
program. However,， Savitch ruled 
that state requirements, as defined 
in the state Welfare and Insti- 
tutions Code， differ from the 
federal requirements， 

Savitch saidq the ruling would 
apply only to“a narrow class”of 
jllegal aliens, the Ti7mes reported. 
The local deputy director of INS， 
Omer Sewell，agreed that the 
ruling would not add many new 
cases to the processing systems of 
state welfare or federal immigra- 
tion offices，

Lee began working with the 
benevolent 。 association in 
December 1975，whhen he was 
hired to sit in the front office of 
the association's hall from 1l to 5 
pm daily，handle money trans- 
actions and sell cemetery plots. 
Last March，after people with 
ITeceipts for Plot Purchases for 
which there were no records， 
came to the association, the fraud 
Was discovered and Lee was 
terminated . 

Following Lee's termination， 
the association asked all those who 
had Purchased a plot during 
December 1975-March 1981 to 
returIn their receipts. According to 
Yee，the association was able to 
taly some $78,000 that was 
collected for plots, but which had 
never made 让 to the association's 
coffers， 

CONEFESSION 

Lee had not idouble-sold any 

plots, and the association honored 

the fraudulent receipts，giving out 
new ones，or authenticating the 
doctored ones, Yee said 

According to Yee，the receipts 
had been forged in two ways. For 
some, the amount recorded on the 
Purchasers copy 
total amount paid， but the 
amount listed on the association 
records was considerably less，In 
instances Where two plots were 
purchased, the buyer received two 
Ieceipts,，but only ,one .receipt 
would be .recorded in the 
asSociation files (Lee apparently 
XerOxed Several copies of the same 
Ieceipt form，using the xeroxed 
copies for the buyers，thereby 
allowing the association receipts， 
to all follow numerically)， 

The fraud was discovered after 
people came in to inquire on their 
plots，yet the name on their 
Teceipts ,would not match the 
names on the office copy of the 
receipt. Visiting the cemetery, the 
asSOciation officials also noticed 
中 ace markers on many plots for 
which their records indicated as 
vacant， 

Shortly after the discovery，Lee 
made a confession in the associa- 
tion, Yee said.

Extension of Voting Rights Act 


WASHINGTON Senate 
Majority Leader Howard Baker 
(R-ITennessee) last “Wednesday 
announced that he would seek 
Senate approval of a simple 10- 
year extension of the Voting 
Rights Act in its present form，bnut 
dropped the plan the following 
day after his proposal drew 1little 
Support from either Republicans 
or Democrats， 

Baker had hoped to press for a 
Straightforward extension of the 
1965 act in order to avoid 
prolonged Public hearings and 
9%enate discussion. However，key 
figures 一 including Chairman 
Strom， Thurmond (R-SC) and 
9en. 下 dqward Kennedy (D-Mass.)

Noting the _ common mistake 
amonggovernmentalplanners and 
leaders to interpret this ”low 
percentage. as an indication that 
Chinese Americans are Dot 
economically disadvantaged and 
are unable to benefit from CETA 
training pIograms，Der pointed to 
other socio-economic ，indi- 
cators that demonstrate the econ- 
omic disadvantage of many Chi- 
nese and other Asian Americans. 

Der testified that 60% of 
Chinese American families have 
multiple earners (as compared to 
50%， for whites). Chinese 
Americans also suffer a greater 
degree of underemployment than 
other racial groups，he reported. 
Quoting from a recent federal 
Department of Labor-funded 
study，Der pointed out that the 
average income of Japanese，Chi- 
nese and Filipino males with four 
or more years of college，is only 
83 允 ,74% and 52%，respectively， 
of that for white males. 

INADEQUATE 

For Asian females，the income 
averTages between 44% to 53% of 
incomes earned by white females. 


Similar disparities exist among . 


those “with lower educational 
attainment, and among those with 
less than a high school educa- 
tion: Japanese,， Chinese， and 
Filipino males earn as little as 
60 兄 of the _ average white male 
income, Der testified. 

“There is a elear need for a 
federal employment and training 
Program to deal with the 
problems of underemploy- 
ment and near-poverty among 
Chinese and other Asians,”Der 
told the committee. 

Addressing the issue of admin- 
istration of employment and train- 
ing programs， Der called the 
states， and the 了 Employment 
Development ”Department's 。 训 
particular， system - to ，retrieve 
employment data ,about Asian 
Americans “totally inade- 
quate.”While Asians account for 
6% of the state's population，EDD 


does not retrieve discreet infor- 


mation about unemployment 
among Asians, Der said. 

“了 Because unemployment is a 
major factor in determining the 
amount of CETA dollars to be 
allocated to a political jurisdic- 
tion， the lack of any” viable 
statistical  _ information ”on 
unemployment -and under- 
employment among Asians inten- 
sifies the， socio-economic dis- 
advantage of Asians in Our Society 
by undercounting and under- 
estimating the number of Chinese 
and other Asians who should be 
CETA participants,，” Der 
testified， He added that 
unacceptable neglect of Asians” 
has a great impact on the SF and 
Los Angeles metropolitan areas 
because of the large Asian popula- 
tion concentrations there. 

While the SF Mayors Office of 
Employment and Training 
(MOET)，in planning for CETA 
participants to be served， has 
limited Chinese participants to 
15% of all participants in the 
CETA Program， commtnity- 
based CETA subcontractors in SF 
have had _ greater numbers oft

To maximize the coordination 
and accountability of employ- 
ment and training PTograms，CAA 
favors _ distribution and adminis- 
tration of CETA funds at the local 
level，Der told the committee. 
Following the local distribution of 
fiscal 1981-82 monies，the recent 
state distribution of CETA funds 
“was colifusing at best”to all 
involved, he testified. / 

The criteria tised by the state 
CETA office in distributing funds 
that would not duplicate local 
efforts remain “unclear,” :Der 
noted，adding that no standard 
exists to indicate how CETA funds 
distributed from the state office 
would complement existing local 
Programs， 

CAA urges expanded funding 
for community-based ， agencies 
with proven success in providing 
employment and training servVices， 
especially placement services， 
“CETA funds should not be used 
to salvage public agencies ravaged 
by Proposition 13, Der testified , 

Noting that EDD usually has 
higher costs than community- 
based organizations to _ adminis- 
ter employment and training PIO- 
grams，Der urged that EDD on 
the local level be required to 
submit competitive bids ”for 
employment ， and training 
programs，Admitting that EDD 
faces its share of federal cutbacks， 
CAA charged that it is“patently 
unfair" ta award to EDD employ- 
ment and training contracts 
simply because it is part of the 
State government. 

PRIVATE SECTOR 

CAA urged the establishment of 
local-level Employment and 
Training Councils，representative 
of all communities and ethnic 
groups served by the CETA Pro- 
gram，to identity and assure the 
funding of programs which will 
address local employment needs. 

In concluding his testimony， 
Der questioned the effectiveness， 
with the current economic reces- 
sion, of asking the private sector to 
be more involved in the CETA 
program，for whbich the Reagan 
Administration has indicated its 
support， He reported that during 
the past three years，CAA has had 
difficulty finding major employ- 
ers willing to _participate in their 
CETA-funded on-the-job training 
(OJT) ， program， because the 
employers“found these programs 
do mot provide sufficient finan- 
cial incentives.”Only employers 
with 20 or less emPployees accepted 
the OJT participants and the 
burden to train economically dis- 
advantaged persons on the job， 
Dertold the committee. 

Noting that in SFE，the Private 
Industry Council has been spon- 
soring classroom training,OJTand 
other programs which dont'differ 
Substantially from PITograms 
funded by MOET，Der said that 
the Private sector needs “viable 
incentives” to implement inno-

Despite these_obstacles Fong is 
Pleased with theprogram ssuccess， 
and optimistic about its future. 
Older students who have lived in 
the US for a few years have stayed 
on ,to be volunteer tutors for 
younger students Or newer 
arrivals，and the Program still 
serves approximately 100 youth， 
mainly from Chinatown and 和 
Tenderloin , 

Chinatown is 1 a 
“stronger voice, ”Fong said，but 
problems for immigrants young 
and old are still a serious concern. 
At the SF office of the Immigra- 


tion and Naturalization Service 


there is a separate section for 
Chinese immigrants， because， 
Fong .said，“they think more 
Chinese try to sneak in than any 
other group.”

“California is the state most 
jimpacted by immigration,” he 
continued，but 让 _ has had little 
input into national decisions， 
Reagan's immigration PrIoposals 
are seary,，”Fong said， Pointing. to 
the recent cutback in social service 
funds for refugees as an example， 
but once the state commission on 
immigration is  ， established， 
Caljlifornia will be able to chal- 
lenge federal decisions and make 
recommendations， 

Meanwhile Fong is concerned 
with rounding up support for his 
after-school and summer youth 
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Programs. Though he will have no 
paid staff this summer，he is 
hoping that Chinatowmn businesses 
will contribute，and that he w 计 
be able to recruit volunteers， 

“If ITIhad 30 tutors I could get 
300 kids in here, he said,， adding 
that while students wait for help 
they often find that they can help 
each other. Fong visits schools 
himself to tell students about the 
program, and joked that he wins 
over many of them by telling them 
he's Bruce Lee, 

“My name in Chinese is the 
Same as Bruce Lees Little 
Dragon,， he explained,. “Just my 
jast name is different. I tell them 
that, then Itell them 证 they want 
help with their homework or a 
Place to hang out they can come 
here. There are also weekend 
Iecreational programs in addition 
to the after-school tutoring，he-. 
noted, and lastsummerthegroup's 
activities included two back- 
packing trips and going fishing. 

With his political and social 
activism，and his young，casual 
appearance，it is easy to wonder 
where religion fits in to Fong's

But 
through Private talks with me they 
get Christian values.” 

In much of the Third World the 
church is actively involved with 
the peoples problems，making a 
stand and speaking out when 
peoples rights are denied，Fong 
Said . 

“Am I a radical? Well, I am in 
the sense of the Latin meaning of 
the word 一 roots, back to basics,” 
he said.“Meeting people's needs is

Contractors Want 


New Law Extended to Manufacturers

SAN _ FRANCISCO Con- 
tractors in_ Chinatown's garment 
shops may be driven out of 
business by new regulations on the 
industry，leaving ihousands of 
workers unemployed rather than 
Protected，as the laws originally 
intended，Industrial Welfare 
Commission member Pius Lee said 
recently， 

Lee met with representatives of 
the Contractors Association and 
the Labor Commissioner last 
month to discuss a new law，SB 
545, which requires registration of 
all garment industry con- 
tractors and manufacturers and 
Provides for stricter enforce- 
ment of existing garment industry 
Tegulation , 

From his discussions with thbe 
contractors，Lee concluded that 
the law unfairly burdens them 
with responsibility for garment 
shop conditions and wages 一 a 
responsibility that Lee said should 
fall on manufacturers for whom 
the contractors WoOrk. 

RESPONSIBILITY 

“Theyre the big fish making the 
money,”he said of the manu- 
facturers “who then sub- 
contract to the thousands of small 
garment factories in Chinatown 
and throughout SFE.， “Theyre 
making millions of dollars and not 
giving anything to the com- 
munity. The important thing is for 
the workers to make a good living， 
and this is the manufacturers Tes- 
ponsibility because they are the 
actual employers.” 

Since Sen. Joseph Montoya's (D- 
Whittier) law went into effect July 

], regulations on minimum wages， 
Proper accounting and book- 
keeping procedures，and health 
and safety standards have been 
enforced with increasing diligence 
by the Labor Department，and 
Lee saidq contractors are having a 
hard_ time fulfilling their obli- 
gations， 

“Contractors tell me they dont 
get enough pay for their garments， 
So they cant pay their workers a 
high wage,”Lee said. Many of the 
garment industry regulations are 
“unreasonable,”he continued, but

umder SB 545 contractors can be 
cited 计 a worker forgets to Put 
down her whole name on her time 
card, or 让 she forgets to total her 
hours each day,.

“Sooner or later the contractors 
will be out of business,”Lee said. 
“If this law is not amended I dont 
know how long many of these 
contractors Will last.… 

Jerry Asher，one of Montoyas 
staff who has worked extensively 
on SB 545，said his office has 
received“fairly positive”reaction 
to the law， but that， the 
contractors are the most unhappy 
of any group.， Opposition has 
come more from the Bay Area 
than from southern _ California， 


andhasbeen mostvociferous fromi， 


Chinese contractors, he said. 
DELIVER 
“The premise of the legislation 
ii that a man who works for 
another person is entitled to equal 
Protection under the law, ”Asher 
explained.“If some of the contrac- 


tors camnt meet their obligations， 


then maybe they should question 
whether ， they should be in 
business， Maybe they're trying to 
do something they cant deliver 
on . 
Carol Cole, the Labor Depart- 
ment's area ， administrator for 
licensing and registration, said the 
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law does “address the contrac- 
tors ”who are violating 
regulations,” but added that it has 
been“fairly effective in attempt- 
ing to stabijlize the industry. Like 
contractors，manufacturers must 
also meet all the requirements for 
registering，keeping accurate 
records and paying minimum 
wage, she noted. 

But when asked the root of the 
garment industry's problems, Cole 
immediately blamed the low 
prices paid to ， contractors by 
manufacturers， “Contractors 
don't price garments in such a way 
so that they can pay their workers 
sufficiently,”she said.， 

“Its a vicious circle. The 
contractors feel that， 计 we dont 
do it for less，then this (factory) 
will ”she continued.“Most ideal 
would be for all the contractors to 
band together and say they re not 
going to take these low prices, but 
Ihaven't seen that happen yet.… 

The Labor Department has 
done some work with contractors 
in southern California to explain 
industry requirements So that 
contractors will be better able to 
Price their goods, Cole said, but a 
parallel effort has not yet been 
made in the Bay Area. 

AMENDING 

“The contractors understand SB 
545 一 thats why they dont like 
让 ” Lee said，noting that two 
seminars Were held last month in 
SF about the law， 

Lee, and mamny of the Chinese 
Gontractors in SF, favor amending 
SB 545 to put more responsibility 
on the manufacturers，Requiring 
manufacturers to pay fines when 
violations are found in their con- 
tractors” shops，oFT- at least setting 
up an impartial review board to 
mediate price “negotiations 
between contractors and manu- 
facturers were just two of the 
remedies he suggested. 

“SB 545 is a real tough regula- 
tion,”said Lee.“Its original intent 
was to .make sure that those 
hard-working ， ladies get their 
minimum wage， It originally in- 
cluded the manufacturers， but 
they lobbied to have their respon- 
Sibility excluded from the bill 

“The initial law called for 


manufacturer liability，It was a 


tougher law for manufacturers,” 
Asher agreed，but said lack of 
legislative supPport was the reason 
the bill was changed,， Under the 
Present law，manufacturers may 
asSume the penalties for conitrac- 
tors ， whose goods .have been 
confiscated due to violations，Cole 
noted. 

Accordingrto Lee，Montoya has 
now agreed to make some changes 
in the law, but Asher denied that 
any amendments are being 
Proposed.“We need evidence that 
the present law is inadequate， 
Asher said, and the complaints of

standing，general reaction to the 
law has been favorable. 
CHILDREN 

Asher conceded that China- 
town shops are Prone to Particular 
violations because some of their 
Practices are differentfromthosein 
other shops. Women with children 
often leave the shop when their 
children come home 他 om school， 
and return to work several hours 
later， While this Practice 这 Dot 
against industry regulations， 
failure to record those hours 
correctly on the workers ”time 
cards is a violation for which 
Chinatown shops are frequently 
cited， 

Lee agreed that this is a 
problem among Chinese garment 
workers. “They're exploited by 
their ovwan way of life,”he said. 
“Women with _ children like 
flexible hours. 

“But we have to educate our 
own people that they cant just 
work two hours and then go 
shopping,”he continued.“If they 
want good jobs outside of China- 
town they will have to work eight 
hours.” 

For many Asian newcomers to 
SF, the Chinatown garment shops 
are an important training ground 
for future employment，Lee said. 
“The newcomers dont speak 
English so the， garment shops 
become a _ training ground for 
better jobs in the future. But we 
want to keep those jobs in China- 
town,”he said. 

Chinatown shops often bear the 
burden of training new workers， 
whoe then move on to higher-pay- 
ing jobs outside-Chinatown once 
they gain experience, Lee explain- 
ed,，adding that the large manu- 
facturers" shops can at least offer a 
minimum wage. 

ERAUDULENT 

(Several Chinatown garment 
shops are Presently under investi- 
gation by the Labor Department 
and the Employment Develop- 
ment Department for charges of 
using fraudulent unemployment 
claims to compensate the workers 
Partially for low wages. Lee saiqa 
this problem did not come up in 
his Nov. 17 discussion with the 
contractors.) 

The garment industry is “very 
important to _ the economy of 
Chinatown,” he added，noting 
that 过 employs more than 4,000 
workers.， Similar types of 
problems have plagued the 
industry since Lee came to the US 


19 years ago, he said, adding that 


“every couple of years therell be 
some articles in the newspapers，

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Nanjing Professor Discusses 
Role of Press in China 


BERKELEY 一 US newspapers 
may be strong on speed，but in 
China newspapers are Strong on 
reliability，Unmniversity of Nanjing 
professor Lialig Shichun told a 
graduate journalism class last 
week at UC Berkeley. Liang，who 
is touring the US after a stay at the 
University of Indiana, is not only a 
journalism teacher，but a former 
correspondent for Timme and Asia 
magazines and the Christian 
Science Momnitor. 

“Here you have scoops， We 
dont have speed like that， But 
when there was an asSassination 
attempt on President Reagan，one 
TV station Said (press secretary 
Jim) Brady was dead. A mistake 
like that would never happen in 
China,”he said.“There we check 
and recheck. 

INGENIOUS 

But because the official news- 
papers _ are SO cautious， Liang 
continued, it is impossible to rely 
on them for spot news. The 
Chinese，especially the intellec- 
tuals, have had to rely on other， 
more “ingenious”means to find 
out what is happening. 

On Oct. 6，1976 the Gang of 
Four was arrested at about 
midnight，and Liang said he first 
learned of the arrest at about 10 
am the next day，The official 
Peoples Dail did not carry the 
news until a day after Liang had 
learned of it on the “grapevine.” 

FEor news from outside of 
China，Liang told the audience 
that“we get our news from you. 
The Chinese are verIy Curious 
about the US, he said, noting-that 
the Voice of America broad- 
casts 10-12 hours daily in China， 
and there are other foreign broad- 
casts as well,“The only one we 
don't listen to is the Soviet Union 
一 thats an enemy station,”he 
Said， 

In addition, \China now has a 


relatively new publication called 
Rejference， Nets which is a 
compilation of translated articles 
from foreign newspapers and wire 
services. This publication，which 
serves mainly intellectuals， al- 
ready has a daily circulation of 12 
million， but Liang said that since 
it is customary in China for two or 
three people to share one news-、 
paper，the actual readership is 
probably much higher. 

“We have an authoritarian 
press,”Liang said，but told the 
students “not to Worry” about 
news being kept from the public, . 
Because China is a socialist 
country， all newspapers are 
managed by state funds, and even 
university publications are paid 
for by the schools communist 
party committee， 

CENSORSHIP 

“Is there censorship? Yes and 
no,”he said， State and party 
policies are the guidelines the 
Chinese press must follow，he 
said，but claimed there is no 
longer censorship of the type that 
existed before 1949， Although 
there were Privately-owned news- 
papers under the Kuomintang 
government， Liang said that 
before their pages were sent to the 
printers，they had to be sub- 
mitted to the censors office， 

Often the newspapers would 
leave a blank space it an item had 
been censored,， in order to show 
readers that they had been forced 
to delete some news， 

Today, Liang said, the Chinese 
are better informed about the Us9 
than most Americans are about 
China，but that there are stil 
fundamental differences be- 
tween the two nations” media 


: Systemms， 


“What are the three functions of 
the piess2”hae asked the iournal- 
ism students. “Information， 
instruction and entertainment， In 


your press, information comes first ， 


followed by entertainment 一 like 
the comics pages 一 and last， 
instruction. In ours，instruction 
comes first, then there's informa- 
tion and just a little bit of enter- 
tainment. We're very Serious， 
especially in the Peoples Dailzy，… 

But Liang devoted only part of 
his 45-minute talk to the Chinese 
press。 At least half of his remarks 
were given in sharp denuncia-

Chu acknowledges that many of 
his colleagues called his idqea 
“another quackery,” and that 
Iany Chinese ”American 
physicians with whom he dis- 
cussed the project were skeptical. 

“TI can see them ending up as 
acupuncturists but not as MDs,” 
Said Dr. Joseph Cosantino，chief 
medical consultant for the Board 
of Medical Quality Assurance, the 
state agency that jlicenses phy- 
Sicians. 

Chu, who operates an acupunc- 
ture clinic on Hollywood Blvd,， 
said he has already been able to 
recruit several physicians from 
reputable institutions across the 
US to serve on the schools 
advisory board. 

One of them，Eric J._ C， Lien， 
Ph.D.，professor of biomedical 
chemistry at the USC School of 
Pharmacy，said “it may take a 
ljong time to convince the medical 
estabjlishment,” and the two 
methodqs won't be integrated over- 
night,“but it's a good idea and 
Somebody will have to start 让 .” 

Three visiting ”Professors of 
traditional meqicine arrived early 
this month from China to accept 
one-year teaching assignments at 
the school，By next September 
Chu said he hopes to have four to 
Six Chinese professors plus another 
five Western-trained per- 
Sonnel.

According to a_ university bro- 
chure the five-year program will 
consist of 7,000 hours of instruc- 
tion 一 4,000 ip Western methods 
and the rest in Asian medicine. 
Courses jlisted for the freshman 
year include cell biology，Chinese 
language, Chinese medical history 
and theory， pharmacognosy 
(natural drugs)，biochemistry and 
neuroscience， 

The school is not Presently 
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authorized by the state to _ grant 
medical doctor degrees but ca 
grant university degrees that. do 
not require special accreditation， 
It could issue a Ph.D. in acupunc- 
ture Or Chinese medicine，bnut 
would have to meet more 
standards before students would 
be eligible to sit for licensing 
exams in those fields，the Ti7mnes 
Ieported. 

The Chinese see broad 
Prospects for combining Western 
techniques with their traditional 
medicine，and Chinese doctors 
have been taught how to use 
X-rays， blood chemistry and 
nuclear  _ medicine， and other 
Western methods for many years， 
Research on herbal remedies is 
also being condueted，with the 
goal of making them available to 
Western-trained medical person- 
nel ， 

“Our experience is that properly 
combined， Chinese medical 
Science and Western medicine 
complement，strengthen and re- 
enforce each other,”Dong said. 
“We have found the effectiveness 
of each is increasing by coopera- 
tion with the other,”

The 30-year-old Shibata some- 
times seems to falter in the play's 
bilingualism. Yet for the most part
